CasteUana said she was strolling back to her car aftK auming hosdf on the beach off Surf Avenue 
wbta she heard gunshots. Though she didn't know it at the time, the shou were fiied 91 Castellana's one- 
lime b<^riead, leputed Colombo crime femily soltfier Josqib Campanella. It waia Campanells who ~ 
BiooUyn federal prosecutors said was taigetad for murder ^ frioidi, reputed Colombo soldier ViDceiit 
D^tEutino and John Floridia. 

Castellana, who said she is <fistandy tdated by mairiage to the late Gambino crime boss Paul Castellano, 
admitted that she had an extranurital af&ir for seveial years with Campandla. She testified that she saw 
Campaodla on the beach before the shooting. 

A few d^s after the sliooting, Cast^lana testified, sbe told a ho^Miatized Campandla in a tel^hone call 
that evieyone thouf^ it was her husband, Frank, -who had dtsie the shooing. 

"He said it was not my husband it was lus fiioids,' Castdlana said. 

Prosecutors appear to be using Castdlana's recollectiim to show that Campanella knew fhm the start 
diat it was DeMartioo and Ftoridia who were inv(dved, des|Hte his denials to pdice that he knew who 
shot at him. Eariier in the wedc Campandli testified that it was DeMartino nho fired the shots. 

For Cutler, his taking the witness stand as a governmoA witness was a return to the federal courthouse 
that was die scene c^ many i^ lus key legal battles. Prosecutors had Cudn' testify about phone calls he 
might have received from DelVlartino, on die d^ of the shooting to ^ a lawyer for Floridia.

According to court papers, on July 1 6, 2001 , DeAAcutino tracked hts old pal 
down in Coney Iskind where he trad enjoyed a day at the beach, and tried to 
kill him in a drive by shoofing. Demartino pegged a shot ot Joe Campy's head, 
but in a stroke of luck or quick thinking, Joe Campy raised his arm Just as the 
shot was fired, deltecting the bullet.

In court papers, tt>e feds are careful to assert that the attempted assassination 

was not; OS they put it, "some sort 61 uifra vires (out of control) personal '-■ — 

vendetta." But they claim that 9 was the heart of the reason why Chlcky 
jumped at the chance 1o be the shooter when the time came to assassinate 
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Campanella." 

Federal prosecutors Thomas Seigel and Nicolas Bourtln say that Ihe order to kill 
CampaneHa emanated from Colombo underboss John (Jackie) DeRoss and

"You know my husband is legitimate, you know rt, you -~ dogs,* DeMartino's wife Donna DeMartino 
hissed at the federal agents who were on the prosecutioa team. 

Fltxida's &ther, Pasqualino Ftimdia, dn^ed to lus knees as he was walked out of die couitroom and 
made a prayerful geabire as he blurted an pbscou^ towards the agents. The agents didnt react Other 
Floridia family membas quieted down the outburst. 

Ddvfartino, of Howard Beach, was already in custody and FloiifUa, who had' been free on bail, was 
ordered jailed aftn die verdict by Dearie despite ddimse attorney Jeffiey Uduman's request to keep him 
fitt through the appeals process. 

"There has to be a way to gd him out (^ there,' wife Maria Florida said to Lichtnun, 'because be didnt 
do this." DEMARTINO-252 

Prosecutors Nicdas Bourtin and Thomas Seigd made the case against the drfendanls largely on die 
streng^ of testimony from Campanella and V^soi Afanador, a Bioddyn roan who was gazing out the 
window of his Ctniey Island apartmoit with binoculars just befbre the shooting. 

Compandla testified that DeMardno shot at him, despite die fact that he had eailier told police dtat he 
didn't know who shot him. Afanador said he noticed a greffl minivaa cruising the neighboifaood, and 
through binoculars, saw that die passenger had a pistd. He wrote down the license plate number, which 
officials said was registered to Floridia's wife. 

DeMartino, who has two previous federal convictions, faces up to 30 years in prison while Florida faces 
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a possible IS to 21 yeara, officials said.
